of Indianapolis, district superintend­ 
ent; Rev. H. £\llen, of Seymour: H. J.

prominent speakers engaged for the 
different meetings during the confer­ 
ence, and it is the intention of the 
committee to prepare an unusually 
strong program this year. 
There is 
much to be done by the committee be 
fore conference convenes and as it 
often inconvenient for all the members 
to meet it was decided that Dr. Hyde 
and Rev. Allen should have charge of 
the work. 
They will endeavor to se­ 
cure the speakers decided upon by the 
committee Monday, 
but 
if any of 
these should find it impossible to a t­ 
tend, the selection of others will be 
made by Dr. Hyde and Rev. Allen. 
V arious committees will be appoint­ 
ed in the near future to complete the 
arrangem ents for the conference.

; series of eighteen fires in that neigh­ 
borhood. 
For many miles south of 
Nashville there is not a dwelling house 
occupied and the farmers, although 
they are financially able to rebuild 
their homes, declare that they fear a 
repetition of the act if they are rebuilt. 
Several families have had narrow 
escapes and the persons living on the 
edges of the district sleep heavily 
armed and it is said that some, fear­ 
ing the torch of the incendiaries, take 
turns in guarding 
their houses at hours 
night. 
Local officials have been repeatedly 
requested to give aid 
to the stricken 
district, but the sheriff feels powerless 
to stop the work and it is feared that 
the residents will deal harshly with 
the perpetrators in case they are found 
in the act of setting fire to any of the 
remaining buildings. 
Hickory arft walnut logs, 
at one 
time so plentiful 
in Indiana, have 
grown scarce and at the present day 
bring high prices. 
W ith the residents 
of the southern part of the county 
driven out by the firebugs the timber 
thieves have been working for the last 
few months unmolested and hundreds 
of trees have been hauled out of the 
county. 
Little or no attempt has 
been made to stop the operations as 
the territory is deserted. 
W hile many 
teamsters have been seen with the 
logs on their wagons the owners of the 
timber have no way of identifying 
their property. 
Tracks about the home and barn of 
Mr. H arbet were found in the snow 
and, although they were followed by 
members of the family, traces of the 
firebugs were lost in the many paths 
along the creeks 
and through the 
woods.

The doctor-author’s latest ex­ 
ploit Is an article defending the hu­ 
man appetite. 
In all ages the fav­ 
orite way of "mortifying the fle-sh” 
has b een to thwart the appetite. Some­ 
times it has b een a matter of religion, 
sometimes a purely health 
measure. 
The apostles of a slender regimen like 
to assert that "man digs his grave 
with 
his teeth," *and that most of 
the ills that flesh is heir to come from 
over-eating. 
The doctor lays on right 
lustily In b ehalf of the normal human 
appetite. 
It Is, he says, "to b e treated 
with the greatest 
respect, 
Is to b e 
thwarted only for the b est of 
rea­ 
sons and In special emergencies, and 
Is, all things considered, the most re­ 
liab le, indeed, almost the only guide 
that we have 
in 
matters 
of diet.” 
This, he declares, Is the overwhelming 
consensus of the lab oratory, the hos­ 
pital, the family physician, the sana­ 
torium and the diet kitchen. 
Compar­ 
ing the deaths due to diseases follow­ 
ing overeating with 
deaths due to 
under-feeding, he pushes his point far­ 
ther. Of the forty-two principal causes 
of death In the United States, b ut 
three are related In any direct way 
to over eating—diseases of the stom­ 
ach, diseases of the liver and diab etes. 
The list of those due to under-feeding, 
or in which the mortality is highest 
among those who are poorly fed and 
lowest among those 
ab undantly fed, 
accounts for 250,000 victims, or near­ 
ly thirty per cent of the whole annual 
numb er. 
In this list are consumption, 
pneumonia, typhoid, inanition (the po­ 
lite, scientific term for starvation) and 
diarrheal diseases. 
Other 
facts 
he 
marshals, such as that "the b lameless 
and frugal 
poor have 
the 
highest 
death rate, the highest disease rate 
and the lowest longevity rate of any 
class in 
the community,” and that 
practically every prolonged famine is 
followed b y the outb reak of seme epi 
demie.” 
Dr. Hutchiuson maaes out a 
good case for the appetite. 
He does 
not mean, of course, that it is to b e 
Indulged 
without 
discretion. 
But 
when a man is hungry, It is fairly 
conclusive evidence that the human 
engine he is operating 
needs 
fuel 
Some men crave and, therefore, need 
"three squares" a day. 
Others 
get

discoveries were at that time g en erally withheld from 
the public for fear of in creasin g the fin an cial alarm. 
The implied n eg lig en ce of ban k directors has up to this 
time met n o public exposure or rebuke. 
But n ow comes Mr. Lawren ce O. Murray , Nation al 
Comptroller o£ th© Curren cy , with his statistical ex­ 
hibit of the ig n oran ce an d in competen ce of the directors 
of n ation al ban ks throug hout the coun try . 
It is sen sa­ 
tion al n ews. 
It should raise up an irresistible popular 
deman d thht the in competen ts shall be weeded out. The 
n ation al ban k directorates are, in an importan t sen se, 
public offices, an d the public has a rig ht to deman d that 
they shall be filled by men who will atten d to busin ess. 
Mr. Murray shows that half the directors n ow’ In office 
have n ever so much as read the Nation al Ban k Act— 
which apprises them of their leg al duties! 
He show's 
that in n early half the n ation al ban ks it is the habit of 
the directors to have n othin g to say about the makin g 
of loan s. 
An d in fully half n o particular atten tion is 
paid by the directorate to the con dition of the reserve. 
Now that the stron g pulse of busin ess has g iven us 
stren g th an d con fiden ce to peer in to the dark closets of 
fin an ce, the time is ripe for a wholesome Houseclean ln g 
—Chicag o Examin er.

S It has been said that^clvillzatlon is 
foun ded upon g lass, an d It oug ht to be 
sug g ested that modern civilization is 
co nta ined in bottles. 
Bo ttles ma de o f 


g oatskin s are still In use in man y parts 
of the world; bottles of earthen ware 
are used still more widely , but bottles 
of g lass measure the con ten t of our 
civilization . 
In cludin g jars an d other 
wide-mouthed 
g lass 
con tain ers, 
the 
total output of the g lass bottle fac­ 
tories of the Un ited States amoun ts to 
a billion an d h half bottles a y ear— 
n early twen ty bottles for each man , 
woman an d child in the republic. They 
are in dispen sable. 
The earliest form of the use of g lass 
was in bottle makin g . The mon umen ts 
of Eg y pt preserve pictures of g lass- 
blowers at work in the day s before the 
py ramids were built. 
An d it is a re­ 
markable fact that there was little 
prog ress In the art of bottle makin g 
from that early day un til a few y ears 
ag o, when an In g en ious machin e rev­ 
olution ized the busin ess. 
It is a far 
cry from the an cien t g lass-blower to 
the 
modern 
bottle-makin g 
machin e, 
that turn s out perfected bottles at the 
rate of ten a min ute. 
The fin ished 
bottle made by machin e is better than 
the on e blow’n by han d, bein g more 
un iform in its thickn ess, stron g er, an d 
more exact in its con ten ts. 
There are a g reat man y sty les of bot­ 
tles, n ew fashion s bein g broug ht out 
each y ear. 
I^ast y ear fifty -seven n ew 
sty les were placed on the market. 
By 
the records of the 1)ottle makers it is 
shown that the paten t medicin e output 
in the Un ited States amoun ts to n early 
300.000.000 bottles a y ear, while 
the 
liquid prescription s filled by the ph a r­ 
macists may be tw’ice as man y , n ot to 
men tion those 
used for 
beers 
an d 
min erals an d other liquids, 
an d 
as 
flasks, fruit Jars an d sun dries. A n ew 
bottle that promises to become popular 
is the poison bottle, which has man y 
litle sharp spin es on it like a cactus, 
an d if it is han dled carefully all will 
be well. 
But the person who g ets hold 
of it in the dark or when half asleep 
will be advised by the teleg raph that 
run s, from his han d to his brain that 
lie has the wron g bottle. 
Bottle makin g is n ow almost an ex­ 
act scien ce. The direction s for makin g 
a certain kin d an d color of g lass are 
written out with the accuracy of a doc­ 
tor’s prescription . 
The molten g lass, 
fchen ready to be turn ed lito bottles, 
is con tain ed in g reat lakes seven ty - 
five feet lon g , sixteen feet wide an d five 
feet deep. 
The furn aces un der these 
lakes are heated by easy g radation s 
un til the g lass reaches the white heat 
of molten metal. 
Then the fin ished 
bottle Is alleg ed g radually 
to 
pass 
throug h a declin in g temperature un til 
at last it comes out a cool an d tem ­ 
pered bottle.

with a view to fin din g mean s whereby 
records of exception al value may be 
preserved throug h ag es y et to come, 
say s the New York World. 
Ordin ary 
prin ted books, un derg oin g as they do 
a steady process of decay , can n ot be 
expected to last man y cen turies. 
It seems altog ether likely that the 
en tire presen t con ten ts of all our li­ 
braries w’ill be dust fifteen hun dred 
y ears from n ow or perhaps much soon ­ 
er. 
How-, then , shall our historical 
an d other records, especially those in 
relation to discoveries in scien ce, be 
preserved for the ben efit an d in struc­ 
tion of a remote posterity ? 
The in quiry above men tion ed, con ­ 
ducted un der the direction of Dr. Will­ 
iam F. Man n in g , has led to the con clu­ 
sion that ordin ary prin tin g on 
un ­ 
bleached muslin of fin e mesh would en ­ 
dure for man y thousan ds of 
y ears, 
This, In fact, seems to solve the prob­ 
lem. 
» 
Pag es of the Con g ression al Record 
prin ted on fin e bleached lin en proved 
to be much more beautiful than on the 
best paper. 
Furthermore, the letters 
were clearer an d more distin ct to the 
ey e. 
Un fortun ately , the bleachin g pro­ 
cess seriously dimin ishes the lastin g 
quality of the fabric. 
But w'hen un ­ 
bleached lin en is used it serves the 
purpose perfectly well 
an d, 
thoug h 
much less han dsome, takes half-ton 'e 
pictures as satisfactorily as paper. 
Dr. Man n in g g ot his idea from cer­ 
tain pièces of lin en which, un wrapped 
from the mun iTmy of on e of the Pha 
raohs, came 
acciden tally 
in to 
his 
han ds. 
Althoug h about 3,500 y ears old, 
they w-ere perfectly 
preserved. 
We 
make much better lin en n owaday s an d 
it may be expected to last at least as 
well. 
As for the prin tin g don e on it, 
it can n ever fade, in asmuch as ordi­ 
n ary black prin ter’s in k i3 four-fifths 
carbon (that is to say , lampblack) the 
most 
absolutely 
in delible 
substan ce 
kn own . 
It is n ot sug g ested that all books be 
prin ted on un bleached lin en in order 
that they may n ot perish, but it would 
certain ly be desirable If at least tw'o or 
three pieces of importan t historical an d 
other precious documen ts 
could 
be 
turn ed out in this material, in order 
that they mig ht n ot be lost to the 
world throug h the ordin ary processes 
of decay .

Usually it is foun d In small 
parties or In herds of fifteen or tw-en ty 
or more In dividuals. 
Althoug h it will 
drin k reg ularly if occasion offers, it is 
able to g et alon g without w'ater for 
mon ths at a time, an d frequen ts by 
choice 
the 
dry plain s or else the 
stretches of open forest where the 
trees are scattered an d ordin arily some­ 
what stun ted. Like the rhin oceros—the 
ordin ary or prehen sile-lipped rhin oceros 
—the g iraffe is a browsin g an d n ot a 
g razin g an imal. 
The leaves, buds an d 
twig s of the mimosas or thorn tree3 
form Its customary food. 
Its extraor­ 
din ary heig ht en ables tt to brin g in to 
play to the best possible advan tag e its 
n oteworthy powers of vision , an d n o 
an imal Is harder to approach un seen . 
Ag ain an d ag ain I have made it out 
a mile off, or rather have seen It a 
mile off when it w'as poin ted out to me, 
an d, lookin g at it throug h my g lasses, 
would see that It was g azin g steadily 
at us. 
It Is a strikin g -lookin g an imal 
an d han dsome in Its way , but Its len g th 
of leg an d n eck an d dopin g back made 
it appear awkw'ard even at rest. 
When 
alarmed It may g o off at a lon g swin g ­ 
in g pace or walk, but if really frig ht­ 
en ed it strikes in to a peculiar g allop 
or can ter. The tail Is cocked an d tw lst- 
ed, an d the hug e hin d leg s are thrown 
forw'ard well to the outside of the fore­ 
leg s. 
The movemen ts seem deliberate 
an d die g iraffe does n ot appear to be 
g oin g at a fast pace, but if it has an y 
start a horse must g allop hard to over­ 
take it. 
When it starts on this g ait 
the n eck may be dropped forward at a 
sharp an g le with the straig ht lin e of 
the deep chest, an d the big head Is 
thrust In advan ce. 
They are defen se 
less thin g s, an d, tTIoug h they may kick 
at a man who in cautiously comes with­ 
in reach, they are in n o way dan g er 
ous.— From ‘‘African Game Trails,” by 
Theodore Roosevelt, In Scribn er’s Mag 
azin e.

Naturally , ex penses at the Roman 
court have decreased enormously in 
the past nine y ears, but the. King and 
Queen probably give the surplus in 
charity each y ear. Their majesties are 
ardent motorists and very often set 
out at crack of dawn with their four 
children for an all-day ride. 
On such 
occasions Queen Helena invariably at­ 
tends to the luncheon, which is taken 
in a hamper. 
When King Victor does open 
the 
doors of the q uirinal he does it with a 
vengeance. 
All the riff-raff of Roman 
society , if one may be permitted such 
a phrase, disport themselves at the 
two court balls of the y ear. 
On the 
other hand, the ladies and gentlemen 
in immediate attendance on the roy al 
family are drawn from the most aris­ 
tocratic and noble families of the king­ 
dom. 
Besides the ladies of the court who 
must 
lend their 
services 
for 
two 
months annually for a salary of $8 00, 
there are the “ladles of the palace." 
These have only to do duty In their 
own towns when occasion arises, and 
are unlimited in number. The Roman 
ladles of the palace, who only attend 
the chief festivals, are the Princesses 
Teano, Strozzl, Borghese and Countess 
Rusponi. Seldom, however, is there an 
opportunity for the feminine element 
of court to shine in all its glory . 
Quite another state of affairs ex isted4 
n the day s of King Humbert. 
When 
the celebrations In honor of his silver 
wedding were In progress JPrince Doria 
gave so magnificent a banq uet at his 
palace on the Corso in honor of Em­ 
peror William that the latter 
was 
forced to admit that such a show of 
splendor would be out of the q uestion 
in Berlin. 
Quadrilles were common 
in thope day s when hhe flower of the 
aristocracy and the diplomatic corps 
would come array ed in fancy costumes. 
King Victor has no use for such fri­ 
volity , and the immediate entourage 
of the throne of Italy is the q uietest 
set of society leaders in the world to­ 
day .—Rome Cor. New York World.

Four" black face comedians who in­ 
vented modern American minstrelsy . 
"Uncle Dan” Emmett, for that used 
to he the genial old minstrel's favorite 
term of address, once told himself the 
story of how he came to write his now 
celebrated 
song. 
Declared 
"Uncle 
Dan:” 
"In the spring of 18 59 I was engaged 
at New York City , with the Bry ant's 
minstrels. 
My particular task was to 
compose comic negro and plantation 
songs. 
One night Mr. Bry ant req uest­ 
ed me to compose a new plantation 
‘walk around,’ one with a lively tune 
and catchy chorus, that the boy 3 could 
learn q uickly and sing through 
the 
streets, so as to 
make 
it 
popular. 
Nex t day , being a very rainy one, I 
was compelled to remain Indoors, when 
I composed 'Dix ie' as it is now sung 
verbatim throughout both sections of 
this Union. It was composed and sung 
north at least eighteen months before 
It was even sung In the south, when

The diving bell spiders gather air to 
use just as a soldier might draw water 
and dispose it about v his person in 
water 
bottles. 
They do this in two 
way s, one of which is characteristic of 
many of the creatures which live both, 
in and out of the water, as the spider 
does. 
The tail of the spider is covered 
with black, velvety hair. 
Putting Its 
tail out of the water, it collects much 
air in the interstices of the velvet. 
It 
then descends, when all this air drawu 
beneath the surface collects into a sin­ 
gle bubble, covering its 
tail 
and 
breathing holes like a coat of q uick­ 
silver. 
This supply the spider uses up 
when at work below until It dwindles 
to a single speck, when it once more 
ascends and collects a fresh store. 
The writer has seen one of these spi­ 
ders spin so .many webs across the 
sterns of water plant's in a limited 
space that not-only the small water 
shrimps and larvae, but even a y oung 
fish, were entangled. 
The otner and 
more artistic means of gathering air 
employ ed by the spider is to catch a 
bubble on the surface ami sw im below 
with it. 
The bubble is then let go in­ 
to a bell woven under some plant, into 
which many other bubbles have been 
drawn. 
Instills diving bell the eggs 
are laid and the y oung hatcned under 
the constant watch of the old spider.-— 
London Saturday Review.

A plan that has been proven success­ 
ful, not only in the improvement of 
the milk, but in the saving of the 
manure, is to hatfe a separate barn or 
shed to do the m ilking in. 
This can 
be a comparatively ^cheap structure 
as it would be intended to keep the 
cows in it only during the process of 
milking. 
The barn, however, should be con 
structed in a substantial and sanitary 
way. 
Alter the cows are milked they 
are turned into a roomy shed or barn 
where they remain loose and can eat 
forage or lie down 
at will. 
There 
are in this shed racks and troughs 
for feeding hay and ensilage in. 
In the m ilking shed the cows are 
fastened by means of rigid stanchions, 
and the feed mangers, where the con­ 
centrates are 
fed, 
are 
built 
high 
enough to prevent the* cow from ly­ 
ing down, thus she 
remains clean 
until the m ilking is done. 
The floors should 
be of concrete, 
and there should be #a gutter behind 
the cows. 
These stables 
should 
be 
thoroughly cleaned out each day, and, 
if possible, 
washed occasionally, so 
that there will be as few flies as pos­ 
sible and no offensive odors. 
There 
should be no hay or feed stored in 
this barn and it should be well venti­ 
lated. so that the aih will be pure and 
free from dust. 
This is about the most practical way 
to keep cows clean. 
The feeding shed, 
which could and really should be the 
lower floor of the main 
feed 
barn, 
should be well ventilated and bedded, 
for in there the cows are allowed to 
run at large and the manure is allowed 
to accumulate, being covered up each 
day 
with 
new 
bedding. 
This 
plan 
saves absolutely ail of 
the manure 
with the least am ount of handling, it 
being hauh*d directly to the land in 
the spring.— Southern Agriculturist.

“Since the postofflce belongs to the 
people they have a right as business 
men to save up all their hundreds of

is twice as hard to work it. 
“As business men the people have a 
right to tie packages so they will come 
unwrapped, to send all sorts of mail 
with insufficient postage, to send huge 
cards that w ill not fit the carrier’s bag 
or the pigeonholes In the mail cars, 
or squeeze into the sacks.

$1000,000 T0 KILL 
LITTLE 
W ORM 


Mr. R ockefeller’s gift of $1,000,000, to be used in eradicating the hook­ 
worm disease, fixes public attention on the dread scourge of the South. 
When this parasite w’as found the discoverer stated, quite correctly, that 
It was responsible for most of the lassitude and unw illingness to work of 
the so-called “poor white trash”— whereupon he was laughed out of court as 
the discoverer of “the germ of laziness.” 
The hookworm, which is not a 
germ, is certainly no laughing matter. 
It is not peculiar to the Southern 
States, having been found in anim als as early as 1782. 
It was first recog­ 
nized as the cause of a parasitic disease in 1843 in Italy, and in 1879 its 
action in exhausting the blood from the system was realized. 
In succeed­ 
ing years its wide prevalence was noted in Europe and in some cases wer« 
traced to the United States; but it w as not until 1902 that the existence of 
a purely American variety was demonstrated and announced by Dr. Stiles, 
a zoologist connected with the United States governm ent service. 
The ap­ 
pearance and habits of the parasite are now well known. 
It Is a sucking* 
worm less than an inch long and looking much like “a bit of soiled coarse 
thread.” 
One victim may entertain several thousand of these tiny “vam­ 
pires,” and these cause loss of blood not only by sucking it, but by leakage 
through the m inute holes that they m ake in the Intestinal walls. 
Retardation of development due to hookworms has caused a great deal 
of unmerited criticism to be heaped on the Southern cotton mills. 
Lads 
of 17 or 18 appear no older than normal boys of 10 or 11; boys of 10 or 11 
som etimes look like little children. 
Strangers not knowing their real age9 
and seeing them at work go aw’ay with lurid stories of the horrors of child 
labor. 
Their impression is still further heightened if they try to talk 
with the supposed children. 
The disease makes them dull and backward— 
they are generally the stupidest pupils in the schools— and they seem unable 
to answer the sim plest questions intelligently. 
Perhaps they feel too miser­ 
able even to try. 
In school they are unable to concentrate their minds on 
anything, and the teachers in the hookworm districts say that if their pupils 
remain seated for any length of tim e they “swell up.” 
Hookworm disease is caused by the presence of small worms belong­ 
ing to a group of round worms known technically as uclnarinae. 
Two dif­ 
ferent kinds of hookworm occur in man. 
One of these is popularly known 
as the “Old World hookworm,” the other as the “New’ World hookworm.” 
Both of these parasites are known to occur in Africa, the home of the negro, 
and both have been found in the negro. 
The Old World hookworm is rela­ 
tively rare in the United States, where the great majority of cases must be 
attributed to the New World parasite. 
The New’ World hookw’orm Is know’n 
as “the American murderer,’’ this name having been given it on account of 
the great number of deaths it causes, directly or indirectly. 
The American hookworm is about one-fourth to one-half an Inch long 
and about as thick as a small hairpin. 
It has hard cutting plates or jaw s 
guarding the entrance to its mouth, with the aid of which it fastens itself 
to the intestinal wall. 
In its adult stage the hookw’orm is found fastened 
to the lining membrane of the small intestine. 
Formerly it was thought 
that the parasite secured its hold by means of hooks, but now it is estab­ 
lished that it fastens itself by biting the membrane. 
It m akes a wound, 
sucks the blood and produces a poisonous substance which injures the per­ 
son affected. 
A person may harbor a few* hookworms, or several thousands, 
according to the am ount of infection to which he has been subjected. 
The 
disease is more common in children than in adults. 
The parasites do not 
m ultiply in the intestine, as their eggs require fresh air in order to develop, 
and so for every hookworm found in the intestine a separate germ must 
enter the body. 
The young worm m ay enter the body in two different ways. 
It may be 
sw’allowed in contam inated water or it may bore Its way through the skin. 
Boring through the skin Is the more common method of infection. 
After 
entering the skin, the young worms m ake theft way to the blood and pass 
with the blood through the heart to the lungs. 
Gradually they find their 
way to the small intestine, where they shed their skin, become m ature and 
then begin their work of injuring the walls of the intestines of suckling

Investigations by Dr. Stiles have convinced him that the hookworm dis­ 
ease has a serious effect upon the mind and prevents children from fully and 
properly assim ilating the education w hich is offered them. 
He says that, as 
nearly as can be estimated, the physical condition of the Southern- school 
children in the rural districts is such that they cannot assim ilate more than 
70 per cent of the education they receive. 
Dr. Stiles is quoted as saying that it will take tw enty years, at a cost 
of $100,000 a year— that is, $2,000,000— to stamp out the malady In the South­ 
ern Stataes. 
Much, however, can be done in a short time. 
The Rockefeller com m ission has not yet adopted a program for its cam ­ 
paign against the disease, but it will probably take up the measures sug­ 
gested som e time ago by Dr. Stiles, which include an annual “public health 
week” in the schools, when children will be taught the dangers of infec­ 
tion; house-to-house canvasses in the back country districts ,by medical stu­ 
dents on vacation to enlighten the natives, lectures by physicians and 
trained nurses in town halls, churches and schoolhouses; the distribution of 
pamphlets and other printed matter telling about the disease; an institution 
for free diagnosis and treatment, and the passing of laws in the several 
Southern States to permit the above measures and to promote the anti­ 
hookworm campaign. 
A late dispatch from San Francisco says that hundreds of cases of hook­ 
worm have been imported into California in the last few years from Hawaii, 
the Philippines and the Orient. 
Alm ost half of a colony of West Indian la­ 
borers who had been working in the Hawaiian sugar plantations and cam e 
to the Pacific coast were Infected.

their death. 
The speed that the modern automo­ 
bile can make was never even dream­ 
ed of in the period of ancient Rome, 
when men of wealth counted it noth­ 
ing to spend a fortune on the team of 
horses that was expected to bring a 
victory in the racing contest of the 
amphitheater. 
Sometimes the battles of the modern 
charioteers 
are held over the open 
roads of the rural districts. But wher­ 
ever it may be there is ever the cer­ 
tainty that a huge crowd will be pres­ 
ent, for the automobile race appeals 


now as much to the modern public as 
the ancient chariot race did to the 
populace of the ancient countries.

Straight at the curves he goes.

car skids and sways. 
Let anything go 
wrong with the steering gear or a tire 
come off and it is not hard to im agine 
what would be the fate of the driver, 
or, for that matter, the fate of the 
spectators, for all of them who are 
close by are in constant danger. 
All during the race, no matter how 
often this incident is repeated, it al­ 
ways finds delighted spectators. 
And 
the greater the peril, the narrower the 
escape, the greater the delight, joy and 
thrill of those who are looking on. 
Automobile racing is not very old as 
yet, but as a thrilling spectacle It bids 
fair to hold its own w ith the chariot 
race of old, if it does not out-class 
it altogether.
